‘RAISING CALVES WITHOUT SKIM- 


MILK. 


A New York breeder asks if it is 
not just as well for him, in feeding 
his calves, to add warm water to 
whole milk as it would be to feed 
skim milk. Many breeders are so sit- 
uated that, disposing of their milk for 
cheese-making, shipping, or to con- 
denseries, they have no skim milk, and 
must feed whole milk. The aim of 
such breeders is to supplement the 
milk with cheaper foods, so as to have 
as much milk as possible to sell; and 
there are those who have so _ well 
learned how to do this that they are 
able to raise a fine calf, using but com- 
paratively a small amount of milk. 

Holstein-Friesian calves if worth 
raising at all are too valuable to stunt 
in growth by stinting their supply of 
milk below what they absolutely re- 
quire for best development. No hard 
and fast rule can be laid down; as 
calves differ in their individual re- 
quirements, some taking to the sup- 
plemental feeds better than others. 
Those getting the best results feed the 
calf on whole milk in the usual way till 
it is four weeks old and well started; 
then instead of gradually replacing the 
whole milk with skim milk they con- 
tinue the whole milk without increas- 
ing its quantity, gradually adding 
warm water as the calf requires more 
water than is found in the milk, and 
supplying its increasing food wants 
with supplemental feeds. 

But no one should imagine that wa-

ter alone can in any way take the 
place of skim milk, though it may take 
the place of the water found in the 
skim milk. Our semi-official records 
are showing that average Holstein- 
Friesian milk contains about 12 per 
cent. of total solids, of which 3.45 per 
cent. is fat, 8.55 per cent. solids other 
than fat; and as but a small portion of 
the solids not fat are skimmed off with 
the cream, we may for all practical 
purposes assume that Holstein-Friesi- 
an skim milk contains 9 per cent. of 
solids not fat, or nine pounds in every 
100 lbs. of skim milk. A calf two 
months old needs not less than 20 lbs. 
of skim milk per day, which will con- 
tain 1.8 lbs. of solids other than fat; 
but if this calf gets but 10 lbs. of whole 
milk diluted with 10 lbs. water it gets 
but .85 of one pound of these solids. 
In calf raising, it has been found eas- 
ier to supply the place of the fat in 
the milk than that of the solids not 
fat; but with an average of not less 
than 10 lbs. of whole milk per day for 
the first 150 days of a Holstein-Frie- 
sian calf’s life as a working basis, a 
skilled feeder can raise very fine 
calves without skim milk.—M. H. Gard- 
ner, Supt. A. R.

Moreover, great 
destruction has been wrought among 
them by poisons intended for rabbits. 
In districts where they are most 
abundant men engaged in opossum 
hunting can usually earn as much as 
$200 a month during the winter, or 
for about five months of the year. 
Farmers in such districts find great 
difficulty in obtaining labor ‘while 
the opossum season is on, as men do 
not care to continue with the ordinary 
employment on the farm, when, with 
less labor, they can make so much 
larger returns.

“Does Extended paragraph from 
Prohibition the Fireside Department 

Work?” of the Country Gentleman 

of January 26: 

“Does Prohibition Work?—I have 
traveled over the United States in all 
sections, stopping in hundreds. of 
towns. I have never found a city, 
town, or cross-roads village in the 
last five years in which, within two 
hours, I failed to get a drink. This 
is regardless of laws, their enforce- 
ment, or the feeling of the community 
as expressed at the polls. This is a 
broad statement, but any one  pos- 





"sessing the price of a drink can get 


it anywhere, unless by his own ac- 
tions he arouses suspicion that he is 
likely to be seeking evidence. It is 
not the purpose of this article to 
argue the merits or the demerits of 
prohibition, but rather to state exist- 
ing conditions as I found them. One 
of the favorite arguments of Prohibi- 
tionists is that even if they cannot 
prevent drinking men from getting 
drinks, the next generation will not 
be tempted, and therefore will not 
know the curse of liquor. I hugged 
this idea to my breast and hoped that 
-it was true. Observation in dry places 
does not bear out the theory. In al- 
most every hidden den and “blind 
pig” I visited | found that a great 
proportion of those drinking were 
minors. I found that the boys were 
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drinking whiskey, and not beer. I! 
found in many cases that the _ pro- 
hibitory laws aroused the antagonism 
and the curiosity of youth and brought 
boys to the places.—American Mag- 
azine.” 

Why did the Country Gentleman 
publish this paragraph in its Fire- 
side Department? Does its’ editor 
find satisfaction in the unsavory state- 
ments of this anonymous contributor 
in this obscure journal; or does he 
really think the country is being 
swindled by prohibition because it 
may be possible for a member of the 
bibulous fraternity, armed with sig- 
nals, grips and passwords, to locate 
a disguised boot-legger or blind pig 
in a prohibition town? Does he think 
that a person who finds a way to 
violate the laws of sobriety and de- 
cency of every town he enters is a 
fit person to be introduced to the 
readers of his Fireside Department? 

Suppose that this unknown person's 
statement is true, does it prove that 
“prohibition does not work’? Then, 
in like manner it may be proven that 
the laws prohibiting forgery, burglary, 
arson, rape, murder and assassination 
of Presidents do not work; if one 
law should be repealed because it is 
violated, for the same reason all laws 
should be repealed. What’s the mat- 
ter with Anarchy? 

We had supposed that the idea 
underlying the legal prohibition of 
the whiskey traffic, was, not that the 
law could not be violated, but that 
the business be recognized as crim- 
inal, and as such outlawed; instead 
of being protected and made a legal- 
ly respectable partner of society by 
means of a license and division of 
profits. 


But “does prohibition work?” The 
editor of the Holstein-Friesian World 
resided in Evanston, Ills., for eight 
years. This city is the seat of the 
Northwestern University and as such 
has a four-mile prohibition district, 
and notwithstanding that it is a sub- 
urb of the great city of Chicago and 
is surrounded by saloons just outside 
of the four-mile limit, the editor did 
not see as much drunkenness in the 
eight years residence there as he has 
seen in one day in the city of Ithaca, 
a license city and also a university 
town. 

The city of Evanston likes its 
prohibition rule so well that it has 
repeatedly refused to be annexed by 
Chicago. The question of annexa- 
tion was first voted on some fifteen 
years ago when we were a ‘resident 
there. The University would have 
liked very much to be able to say 
The Northwestern University of 
Chicago, but knowing very well that 





prohibition would not be maintained 
as a part of Chicago, the proposition 
was overwhelmingly defeated. Here 
is unequovocal evidence that under 
the most difficult conditions, Prohibi- 
tion Does Work. 





This is a subject that won’t 
Parcels down. The tronble is that it 
Post won’t up either. It is like a 
ship aground on a sand bar, it 
can neither sink nor swim. This par- 
cels post proceedings or non-proceed- 
ings reminds me of an incident that 
occurred at Ithaca not so many years 
ago. <A couple of fellows who lived 
several miles down the lake rowed up 
to Ithaca one evening to have a little 
time with the boys. As might be an- 
ticipated it was rather late when they 
returned to their boat, but they suc- 
ceeded in getting in and getting to 
work with the oars. They rowed hard 
and as they supposed were making 
good progress, but some hours later 
When the sun rose they found them- 
selves still moored to the Ithaca pier. 
Well, the-politically befuddled people 
think they are making progress 
towards an efficient parcels post that 
will put them on an equality with 
other nations of the world, but they 
will discover later that they are 
securely moored to the express 
companies’ pier. 7 

We are met with many un-reasons 
why we shouldn’t have a parcels post, 
i. e., a real parcels post, some kind of 
a limited-parcels-post is admitted to 
be possible and practicable. One of 
the un-reasons concocted is that a 
parcels post would destroy the country 
store. It may be observed that 
country stores in other countries 
where parcels posts are in full swing 
seem to stand up pretty well under 
it, but, of course, that doesn’t apply 
to conditions here, their country 
stores are not so effeminate as ours 
and can stand more hardship. 

Did you ever stop to consider that 
all these flimflam arguments originate 
with the express companies. They 
really succeed in getting some of 
the country stores to believe it and 
to join in the protest. Suppose it 
were all true, as alleged, why should 
the country store be allowed to stand 
in the way of progress? If the depart- 
ment store can serve the country 
more efficiently and economically than 
the country store why shouldn’t the 
latter quietly fold its tent and join 
the ranks of the outgrown and obso- 
lete? But the claim is not true. The 
country store will survive so long as 
it is useful and it will be useful so 
long as it charges only a fair profit 
for its services.
